Such passages. I think, are those 


in 
which 
Paul 
mentions 
money 


and possessions, lie writes about • 
the Christians "as poor yet making 
many rich" ill C'ornithians C:10i; 
"as having nothing, yet possessing 
all things." 


James, too. writes (James 2:f>i of 


the early Christians as "poor in 
this world's goods, rich in faith.'" 


Paul writes of "the unsearchable 


riches of Christ" (Kphesians 3 : H > . 
In the most remarkable passage 
of all (Kphesians l!l:2;i) he sets 
forth the fact uiul doctrine of the 
Christian's wealth: "Therefore lelf 
no man glory in men. I-'or all things" 
are yours; whether Paul, or Apol- 
lo.s, or Cephas, or the world, or 
life, or death, or things present, or 
tilings to cume; all are yours; and 
ye are 
Christ's; 
and Christ is 


God's." 


I can imagine a cynic or scoffer 


saying that that sort of wealth 
won't do jou much good in pitying 
the doctor uncl the hospital when 
you're sick, and in meeting all the 
hard-pressed 
situations that calv* 


for hard cash and legal tender. 


All that is true, and no one was 


more aware of it than Paul. Me 
wiis a sound, practical economist 
in the ordinary things of daily life 
and need. 


And, what is more to the point, 


he was a great originator of organ- 
ised relief, gathering funds from 
the better-to-do Christians in suc- 
cessful trades for the relief of their 
poorer bretheren, especially in the 
church at Jerusalem, where th<<* 
poverty of Christians seems to have 
been acute. 


No true Christian can ignore the 


social problems of poverty and 
need, or minimize the ways and 
means of solving it. There is no 
blessedness about poverty. 


It has been my observation that 


those who sound the blessings of 
poverty are either usually those 
who have never themselves known 
want or those who, whatever thuii- 


parasite* 
motives, are apt to be 
depending upon others. 


The true note of the Old Testa- 


ment was that of abundance, of hills 
dropping fatness; and Christianity 
never abolished that worthy econ- 
omy. 


But the Christian's wealth which 


Paul wrote was real even if it was 
not material. The reality and HIM 
evidence of it are on every hand. 
It was a pagan who wrote, "Cleon 
hath a thousand acres but the land- 
scape I." A sony says, with sonvi^ 
truth, that "the best things in life 
are free." 


And the free grace of God is the 


freest, richest thing of all. What 
Paul wrote stands as a supreme in- 
vitation and a supreme fact.
